Preferably, stent 200 has a flexibility approximating the native supporting 
structure of the patient's tissue. The flexibility of stent 200 can be different at different points 
along stent 200. Generally, ridge 212 is more rigid than flexible support 214. Preferably, heart 
valve stent 200 is formed from the polymer/inorganic substrate composites described herein. An 
inorganic substrate can be located within ridge 212 and/or flexible support 214, 
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
